THRILLING INCIDENTS 
WHILE STORM RAGES 


The hail storm was the cause of 
many thrilling incidents and unusual 
occurrences in the business section of 
Atlanta. The storm swooped down 
shortly after 5 o’clock, when the big 
office buildings were just beginning 
to empty their thousands of pedes- 
trians into the streets, and before 
the automobiles, delivery wagons and 
Other vehicles had begun to clear the 
uptown thoroughfares of the afternoon 
congestion. 

A trolley car of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company halted in the 
heighth of the storm near the corner 
of Peachtree and Auburn avenue, be- 
cause the current had been broken. 
The car was filled with women. Sud- 
denly the window glass in the car be- 
Zan to break with loud crashes as the 
Kiant hail stones struck the car on 
all sides. The rain poured in through 
the broken windows, and a panic was 
created. The screams of the terrified 
passengers brought out the clerks of 
@ near-by clothing establishment, and 
the women were rescued from their 
peril with no casualty list to report. 
The rescued and rescuers were all 
@renched in the blinding rainstorm. 

Steer Car Service Crippled. 

The trolley car company lost the 
uptown current through broken wires, 
and the service was stalled for about 
twenty-five minutes. Window glass in 
@ score or more cars were smashed 
by the hall stones: trolley wires were 
broken down by the wind in half a 
dozen places, but were quickly put up 
again, the longest delay being about 
ean hour tn length on the Orme street 
and Highland avenue lines; the Peach- 
tree line was interrupted by fallen 
trees at North avenue and two up- 
rooted trees at Highland avenue and 
Boulevard delayed traffic out there 
for a brief period. 

The agency for a well-known type- 
writing machine, located in the Can- 
dler building, got a fine advertisement 
through the storm, which caused about 
five hundred wise persons to remark 
that “it’s an 111 wind that blows no 
good.” “This firm had on exhibition 
in its display window on Peachtree a 


big crimson airship, suspended from 
the ceiling by long ribbons. The wind 
and hall stones smashed the window 
and the restraining ribbons 
broken by the first gust that swept 
inside the display space. Suddenly the 
airship, dragging a typewriting ma- 
chine like a vain anchor, flew out of 
the window and sailed down Peachtree. 
It was chased by employees and re- 
captured after a hard struggle. When 
the storm was over it required the 


assistance of the police to keep the} 


sidewalk clear about the broken win- 
dow. in which the enterprising firm 
had reinstalled the airship. 

A horse attached to a wagon became 
mad with pain and fright as the hail 
stones pelted him on Peachtre street. 


Plunging and snorting. he dashed into. 


the entrance of the Alcazar theater, 
and no doubt would have . 0Obolted 
through the moving pictures had not 
the ticket taker observed him coming 
and closed the door. 

Drives Into Drug Store. 

A fine pair of horses pulling a car- 
riage along Marietta street were driven 
into Jacobs’ drug store. The owner 
became convinced that the animals 
would be killed if kept out in the open 
during the bombardment, so he made 
for the nearest port in the storm. No 
damage was done by the unusual cus- 
tomers. 

Scores of teams, deserted by their 
drivers when the loud reports of fall- 
ing hail began to resound on the pave- 
ments, ran away and only in a few 
instances was any ffort made to stop 
them. Two teams dashed down Edge- 
wood avenue from Marietta street, and 
were last seen as they fied up the 
long hill toward Inman Park. 

A mule hitched to a furniture wagon 
and standing on Fairlie street. oppo- 
site the Electric and Gas building, was 
struck on the head by a hail stone as 
big as a baseball and knocked out for 
a full minute. When he got up he 
started to sail off. but was stopped by 
his owner. who literally risked his life 
in the act, as the ice balls were shoot- 
ing about him as thick as bullets in a 
battle. Another mule was knocked flat 
on Edgewood avenue, near North 
Pryor. 


FRIGHTENED BY STORM, — 


MANY HORSES RUN AWAY 


Live stock—horses, mules and cows 
fr particular—were everywhere thrown 
into the wildest panic by the huge 
hailstones. Numerous runaway teams 
were reported to the police, and two 
horses were injured so badly that they 
had to be shot. Another horse was 
found dead on Auburn avenue, death 
probably resulting from a live wire. 

A runaway horse belonging to a Mr. 
Morgan crashed into a building at the 
corner of Woodward avenue and Fra- 
per street, receiving fatal injuries. It 
was later shot 

Another horse running away on Al- 
exander street was almost electrocuted 
by a live wire. It was necessary to 
shoot the animal, 

At the corner of Peachtree street 
and Peachtree place, two horses draw- 
ing a wagon behind them, crashed into 
each other in their made haste to es- 
cape the pelting ice balls. 

The driver of one of these teams, 
Charlie Horn, a young white boy, in 
the employ of R. E. Weatherly, was 
hélping the other driver to untangle 
the harness and wagon wheels, when 
his own team, struck ¢ stinging blow 


by a large stone, tore ai \y and dashed 
down the street. The w. \n was load- 


ed with burned blocks. 

A cow belonging to K. A. Dennard, 
signal Operator at the police head- 
quarters, went raving mad in the lot 
in the rear sof the officer's home at 
292 Cameron street, when the hail fell 
upon its body. The animal paced swiftly 
guD and down about the fence, 
ing an opening. Finding none, it 
cleared the high fence and when last 
seen was going like wildfire down 
Cameron street. Every window pane 
on the northwest side of Officer Den- 
nard’s home was broken by the hail. 

Peachtree street and all the principal 
thoroughfares were literally strewn 
with runaway teams. Wherever a gate 
‘was fond open the animal sought 
refuge under the welcome shelter. Citi- 
zens besieged the police officers with 
“lost” and “found” notices. 

A horse belonging to the Southern 
Express Company was left tied with 
the delivery "wagon in front of a house 
at the corner of Euclid avenue ard 
Elizabeth street by its driver, R. O. 
Cain. The hail fell so thickly about 
the animal that it was literally knock- 
ed down. In that section of the city 
the storm was very heavy,and the hail 
piled up on the sidewalk and resembled 
rock piles, 


CAR LINE TO MARIETTA 
PUT OUT OF COMMISSION 


The storm Thursday afternoon put 
the trolley service of the Atlanta 
Northern Company between Atlanta 
end Marietta completety out of bus- 


iness for several hours. The storm 
struck during the “rush hour” on the 
road, when the car service is doubled 
into,a thirty-minute schedule, with 
four cars on the line. The trolley 
wires went down in the gale, leaving 
all four cars stranded with their pas- 
sengers, at various points on the line. 

@ne car well loaded, was stuck near 
the city limits. This car was hauled 
back to town by one of the “line” cara, 
and the passengers were enabled to 
catch the outgoing Western and At- 
lantic train for their homes up the 
road. The other three cars were dis-

patched to their destinations after 
longer delays, one going on to Mariet- 
ta and two coming into Atlanta, 

At 10 o'clock the company had all 
its repair men at work on the line, 
and it was expected service would be 


resumed before midnight.

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Bombarded for ten minutes by the 
heaviest hailstorm which has ever 
been recorded in Atlanta, when the ac- 
tural size of the hailstones ranged from 
the dimensions of a hen egg to those 
of a teacup, between $20,000 and $39,- 
000 worth of plate glass and windows 
panes were demolished, the transporta- 
tion facilities tied up for a season and 
half of Atianta plunged into a4 panic 
of fright for fear that thfs city was 
about to be visited by a storm of dis- 
tressing proportions. 

The actual falling of hail—the like 
of which has never been seen before— 
began at 5:05 p. m. and for fifteen*min- 
utes there was a continuous crash of 
falling glass heard from one end of 
the city to the other, as the exposed 
surfaces of windows paid tribute to 
the fury of unleashed Boreas as ex- 
pressed in these enormous hail stones. 

Pedestrians were driven from the 
street in short order by the force of 
the blows rained upon them by these 
stones: hundreds of teams were set to 
flight in mad panic by the unnatural 
behavior of the elements; live electric 
light wires were snapped in twain and 
sent wriggling and writhing across 
streeta and pavements, an extra menace 
to those forced to flee the fury of the 
icy king. 

Ten Minutes of Fright. 

The actual duration of this pelting 
was ten minutes, but for five minutes 
afterwards glass was falling in all di- 
rections from the buildings which faced 
the fury of the hail storm. 

Peculiarly enough, only one side of 
the skyscrapers was damaged—the west 
and southwest exposures. But these 
paid heavy tribute. 

Fully 20 per cent of the glass fronts 
on the east side of Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets were either smashed 
into a thousand pieces or so badly 
cracked that glaziers were put to work 
upon them removing the cracked pieces 
lest further damage be done. 

The patrol wagons of the police de- 
partment were rushed out, with re- 
serves, as soon as the fury of thehail 
storm abated, and around the Peters, 
Candler, Equitable, Prudential and 


Empire buildings, the heaviest suffer- 
ers in the brief bombardment, ropes 
were stretched across the sidewalks 
to prevent passengers from being cut 
or gashed by falling glass. 

So far no reports of death or injury 
has been reported as a result of this 
phenomena] misbehavior of nature. 

“Over in the Prudential building the 
elevator boy grabbed a baby from the 
arms of its mother as the hail began 


‘to beat the skylight into a thousand 


bits and fall in the descending ele- 
vator, and opening the door with a 
smash, leaped out, closely followed by 
the mother to avoid a heavy shower 
of skylight glass which crashed where 
he stood a second before. 
Greenhouses Suffer. 

The greenhouses in and around At- 
lanta are perhaps the heaviest suffer- 
ers individually in the hail storm, the 
loss to the Dahl Floral Company at 
their greenhouses at Boulevard and 
Forrest avenue being from $2,500 to 
$3,000. 

The Brookwood Company, too, sus- 
tained a heavy loss by breaking glass, 
as did the Atlanta Floral Company 
and the West View greenhouses.

The door 
was opened in time by a neighbor and 
an officer who were summoned, and 
Mr. Cowan is now held in custody ar 
the police barracks. 

It is thought that Mr. Cowan had 
become despondent because of recent 
troupnples brought on by drink, and 
more particularly - because he had 
broken a contract made with his wife, 
whom he is said to have paid in cold 
cash the sum of $10,000 to withdraw 
her divorce action. At the morning 
session of police court Mr. Cowan was 
arraigned for drunkenness and fined, 
with the warning by Recorder Broyles 
that the next time would mean thirty 
days in the stockade without the priv- 
ilege of a fine. 

It was due to the tact displayed by 
Robert E. Howard, president of ‘the 
Howard Safe and Vault Company ,and 
a neighbor of Mr. Cowan with whom 
he recently had trouble, but now one of 
that the loan 
broker did not carry out his desperate 
attempt at self-destruction. 

Shortly after 2:30 o’clock, Police Call 
Officer Cooper responded to a telephone 
message from Mrs. Cowan that her 
husband had locked himself up in his 
room with the pistol. She feared for 
his safety, and asked -immediate as- 
sistance. : 

The officer rode out on a wheel im- 
Mediately, but found that Cowan re- 
aca to let any one in his room. Mr. 
Howard was in his home next door, 
and hearing of the trouble, came ovér 
and offered his assistance. 

Speaking to Mr. Cowan through the 
door, Mr. Howard finally persuaded 
him to open the door. <As the knob 
Howard and the officer 
rushed in. The officer knocked the 
bottle of acid which Mr. Cowan was 
raising to his lps, and before either 
could make a move, Cowan was in the 
act of drawing an automatic Colt’s 
pistol from his pocket and pointed it 
at his breast. The weapon was 
squeezed from his hand and both men 
took charge of Mr. Cowan. 

He was placed in Mr. Howard's auto- 
mobile and, with another citizen and 
the officer holding him, was taken to 
police headquarters. Upon arrival at 
the station sergeant’s office, Mr. 
Cowan was in hysterics, and cried like 
a child.

The son grappled with him and in 
the flerce hand-to-hand struggle that 
ensued the pistol was discharged twice, 
both shots taking vital effect in the 
father’s body.

IN. TENNESSEE 


Swept by the Storm. 


It Is Known That Three Per- 
sons Have Been Killed and 
Many Others Injured---The 
Damage to Property Is 
Great. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 14.—Three 
persons known to have been killed, 
others injured and missing, and sev- 
eral towns and villages demolished is 
the toll taken by a storm of cyclonic 
proportions which swept through 
western Tennessee early tonight, ac- 
cording to the meager details possi- 
ble to secure over crippled wires at 


midnight. 

Many points tn the pathway of the 
tornado are yet to be heard from and 
that the total of dead and injured will 


be increased ae telegraphic communi- 
cation is restored is believed certain. 

Coming from the southwest, the 
wind tore the more frail structures 
in its path into bits, to be tossed 
about by the storm, while the more 
substantial were torn from _ their 
foundations and broken, trees were 
uprooted by the score, vegetation 
razed and numberless buildings were 
unroofed. 

From some points come reports of 
a heevy rainfall, accompanying the 
wind, while in other districts hail 
fell. 

Denmark, in Madison county, is 
practically demolished, the added hor-~ 
ror of fire following quickly on the 
wake of the storm and at midnight 
it seems certain that by tomorrow the 
debris of the wrecked town will pe 
in ashes. At this place eighteen of 
the more modern buildings were torn 
from their foundations and wrecked, 
while the smaller buildings were de- 
molished. |

WEATHER FORECASTER | 
TALKS OF HAILSTORM 


Section Director von Herrmann, of 
the local weather statton, came down 
to his quarters in the Empire building, 
last night, to view the damage done to 
his quarters, on account of the hail- 
storm of the afternoon, and while there 
gave to The Constitution an interview 
in regard to the afternoon’s storm. 
“The hail and rainstorm of the after- 
noon,” stated Director von Herrmann, 
“wag in the nature of a local thunder 
storm, approaching, in character, a 
emall tornado. It was, so far as we 
can see, purely local in its nature, and 
tts principal fury was expended in At- 
lanta during a brief ten minutes from 
6:05 to 6:15 p. m. During this time the 
wind reached a maximum velocity of 
56 miles an hour, and there was a total 
precipitation of rain and hail of .14 of 
an inch. 

“Like ordinary thunderstorms, the 
hailstorm of the afternoon came up 
without warning. It had been very 
warm all day, a maximum of 72 being 
recorded, and immediately following 
this storm the temperature fell to 67, 
and at 7 o’clock was back at 65. There 
was a fail in the barometer from 28.65 
to 28.45 in that brief space, and then 
a rise to the original station. These 
short and sudden changes were bound 
to bring about some pecullar condi- 
tions in the weather. For some time, 
now, it has been much colder in the 
region of the lakes and even south of 
here. 

“The hail was formed by the sudden 
and swift ascendancy of the warm, 
moist strata atmosphere which hung 
over Atlanta and vicinity all day to a 
higher strata where the temperature 
was below freezing, and this produced 
the hail. A thunderstorm is produced 
by this warm, moist atmosphere being 
carried by an ascendant current to a 
higher tevel, where it is converted into 
rain. If the current {fs stronger and is 


carried still higher before being trana- 
formed, it returns to earth in the shape 
of snow. If the current is sufficiently 
strong to carry it to a heighth of 2 
miles or more, it returns as hall. I 
would judge the hail of the afternoon, 
very large for this section, was formed 
at least 2% miles above the surface of 
the earth. We have no instruments 
for weighing and measuring the size 
of these stones automatically, and the 
best way to. do is to measure for one’s 
self and weigh, too. 

“Nothing unusual 
Friday. The occurrence of 
afternoon was local, and for that rea- 
son unexpected." 


HOSPITALS OF THE CITY 
DAMAGED BY THE HAIL 


is forecasted for 


The different hospitals and private 
sanitariums of the city suffered from 
damage done to window panes in the 
operating rooms and wards as a result 
of the hail storm. 

The heavy plate glass in the opérat- 
ing rooms at Grady ‘tospital, Elkin- 
Goldsmith sanitarium, and the Taber- 
nacle infirmary were shattered. 

The large central skylight at the 
Tabernacle infirmary was also ashat- 
tered, together with practically every 
window pane on the northwestern side 
of the hospital building. 

St. Joseph's infirmary, Presbyterian 
hospital and the Atlanta hospital list 
several windows, but the operating 
rooms skylights escaped. 

The nurses had their hands full in 
quieting nervous patients. Every crash 
of a broken window pane brought forth 
screains, and it required great patience 
on the part of the nurses and phyaf- 
clans to alleviate the fears of the in- 
mates.

TAFT AND DIAZ 


MEET IN PRIVATE 


Public Won’t Witness the 
Meeting of Presidents. 


Chief Wilkie, of the Secre Serv- 
ice Has Taken Steps to Pre- 
vent the Public From Seeing 
the Presidents Shake Hands. 


‘El Paso, Texas, October 14.—Those 
who had anticipated witnessing the 
meeting of President Taft and Presi- 
dent Diaz at Bl] Paso Saturday, will be 
disappointed, according to an an- 
nouncement made by the committee 
having charge of the arrangements to- 
day, following a conference with Chief 
John Wilkie, of the secret service of 
the United States. who is here. 

“Advices from the state department 
at Washington and the foreien office 
in Mexico City,” the announcement 
reads, “indicaté that both governments 
regard this meeting of the presidents 
as a purely international] affair. In or- 
der to carry out this view of the meet- 
ing, it will be necessary to construc- 
tively consider the chamber of com- 
merce in El Paso, and the custom house 
in Juarez, temporarily, at least, as the 
official residences of the respective 

residents, and it will be essentiad tu 
nsure to them the same privacy that 
they would be able to obtain in the 
white house at Washington, or in the 
palace at Chapultepec. 

“Were these meetings taking place 
at Washington or Mexico City, the only 
person who would be present would he 
the presidents and their official suites. 
aand the same arrangements will nec- 
essarily have to be observed with ref- 
erence to the’ meetings here and in 
Juarez.” 

Invitations issued were recalled. 
President Diaz ts the guest of Chihua- 
hua today and will reach the border on 
Friday afternoon. All the Mexican 
troops have reached Juarez. The 
bridges between El Paso and Juarez 
are guarded.

New Orleans, October 14.—A special 
to The Times-Democrat from Blue- 
fields, Nicarauga, by wireless, via Co- 
long Says: 

“The revolution headed by Geberal 
Juan J. Estrada against Presfdent 
Zelaya, has aroused the entire country, 
and seems to be sweeping the republic. 
Everywhere the people are reported to 
be flocking to the armies of the revo- 
lutionists. 

“From the interior comes the news 
that the revolutionists have seized 
Rivas and also that Corinto, the sea- 
port on the Pacific, has declared for the 
revolution and has overthrown the gov- 
ment there. 

Revolutionists Take City. 

“News from Greytown today is that 
there was some fighting there yester- 
day (Tuesday) before the city was 
taken by the revolutionists. Colonel 
Ugarte, at the head of a force of sev- 
eral hundred revolutionists, arrived at 
Greytown before the main body of the 
insurgents under General Chamorro 
Estrada. Colonel Ugarte called on the 
Sarrison to surrender, but was arrested 
with a volley.

Wide Interest Centers in Its Condition, as a Result of the 
Criticism by Former Governor Smith 


of Accountant’s Report.

The accuracy 
of every statement made in it can 
be proven, and not one single 
item included in it can be dis- 
proven. If anywhere in the re- 
port there is a statement which 
any one wishes to question, I am 
am prepared to make answer ac- 
eordingly. I am a business man, 
and am not a political or a news- 
paper controversialist. An expert 
accountant deals only with the 
facts and figures as he finds them. 
I do not care to go into any con- 
troversy over the matter, hut

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The status of the state treasury and 
the question of whether there will be 
a deficit or a surplus on January 1, 
1910, is still provoking live discussion 

‘among capitol officials, 

The recent report of Alonzo Richard- 

son & Co., expert accountants of At- 


be a deficit of $728,000 on January 1, 
started the controversy. 

Former Governor Hoke Smith has 
questioned the accuracy of the report 
and estimates that there will be a sur- 
plus of at least $400,000 in the treasury 
on January 1, 

State Treasurer J. Pope Brown de- 
clareg that if the state should go out 
of business on January i, next, it 
would have, after collecting all tax 
money then due and paying all its ob- 
iNgations, at least $2,000,000 left over. 
These conflicting predictions are pro- 
voking much interested speculation. 

The feature of the Richardson report 
that created the most interest was the 
statement that the state had run be- 
hind $314,086.82 in the past two years; 
that the excess of appropriations over 
income for these two years amounted 
to this sum. 

Then attention was directed to the 
fact that the school teachers are forced 
to wait an average of six months for 
their money. 

Hew the State Dees Business. 

A brief statement of how the state 
eonducts its business may serve to 
throw light on the present controversy 
ever the state's finances. 

In 1907 the Jegislature at its summer 
»asion, made appropriations for the 

tenance of the state government 


t 


during 1908 and 1909, just as the legis- 
lature, which met the past summer, 
made appropriations for 1910 aand !91! 1. 
The tax act, which was to raise the 
money for the support of the state 
government the past two years, was 
approved August 22. 1907, and the sink- 
wd fund act was approved the same 
ay. 

While appropriations are now made 
from 6 months to !8 months in advance, 
the state under its present unbusine 
like and unsystematic plan of carrying 
on {ts business, is from 12 to 16 months 
late in collecting the money needed 
for its maintenance. 

Governor Brown, on August 21, ]909, 
issued the official order for a tax levy 
of 5 mills on all state property to meet 
the expense of the state government 
for the current year of 1909. The ap- 
priationse for the current year were 
made by the legislature which met in 
the summer of 1907. The income and 
expenditures of the state for the cur- 
rent year were, therefore, regulated by 
the legislature of 1907. The legislature 
which met this past summer made ap- 
priations for !910 and !I9!!. The ad 
valorem tax levy to meet expenses next 
year will not be approved until next 
August. 

ceording to the detailed report .of 
the expert accountants, the state en- 
countered a deficit of $81,878.68 last 
year. And for thé current wear expen- 
ditures will exceed the income by 
$232,208.14. This means an actual de- 
ficit of $314,086.14 for the two years. 

Give Teachers Square Deal. 

When various state officials were 
asked what could be done to get the 
state started off with an adequate

year. they pointed out that by increas- 
ing the constitutional limit of taxation 
one-half mill a year for five years. and 
devoting the money absolutely to paying 
the school teachers who are forced to 
wait, the state might catch up on its 
obligations; or, if the governor's bor- 
rowing power were increased from 
$200,000 to say $600,000 and he exercised 
it to the limit each spring. the prob- 
lem might be solved in this way; or 
that a bond issue would accomplish the 
sameend.

THE STATESMANLIKE VIEW OF IT. 


It is gratifying that the press of the state, generally, is taking the broad,. 
patriotic, business and statesmanlike view of the state treasury situation . 

They regard the question as a practical one, and not as a subject for 
partisan political discussion. 

The Moultrie Observer suggests that a “small annual shortage” is not 
such a bad thing, if it comes as the result of meeting pension and school 


payments. a 
But The Observer misses the main point; there wouldn’t be so much 


talk about, or objection to, the shortage, if the' teachers of the state, ard 
others to whom the state may be indebted, were paid their money when 
it is due. 

The trouble ig we keep the teachers waiting for months for their money, 
after they have earned it, or compel them to discount their earnings, often 
at usurious ~ates—a situation that no properly run business concern would 
tolerate for a moment. 

But the Georgia treasury should Have neither shortage nor surplus; the 
state should make provision for prompt payment of all obligations as due 
and then adopt a system undef which there shall be kept an even balance 
between revenue and expense. 

This is exactly what Governor Brown’s proposal aime at-—to expunge 

the deficit by providing ample funds to meet the school payments,. after 
which it will be up to the legislature to keep appropriations down cto known 
income. , 
Governor Brown bas suggested ‘two methods by which this may be done; 
either of them will do it. But with him it is not so much a matter of method 
as of achievement; there is some way of solving the problem, and the thing 
to do is to find it and adopt it speedily. 

Governor Brown’s proposal has met with widespread and general ap- 
proval; even those who have criticised the proposed method have been 
strong in commendation of the vita] prineiple involved. 

The discussion has taken the right turn; it is aimed at the financial 
redemption of tle state from the muddle into which a bad system of many 
years’ standing has gotten it. 

There is no reasonable excuse for Georgia having remained & year be- 
hind with her obligations for the last three decades; her treatment of the 
teachers has been nothing short of outrageous injustice. 

The matter should be givep no rest until remedy at the next session 


of the legislature is definitely assured. 


ABSURDITY OF SOME LEGAL TECHNICALITIES. 


Every few days from different points of the compass news dispatches 
come showing the aggravating absurdity of some legal technicalities. 

When it is recalled that a misplaced or forgotten “and” or “the,” result- 
ing in a reversal and a new trial, means an added expense to our various gOV- 
ernments and delayed justice, the popular resentment that such things should 
be grows more pronounced. 

Simple fairness provokes the observation that the legal fraternity is not 
always to blame for these delays and reversals. Unscrupulous lawyers and 
quibbling justices often cause the clearly guilty to escape, but many times 
the fault can be directly laid at the door of the law-makers, 

An instance in point is furnished by a decision just rendered by. the 
supreme court of the state of Georgia in a case where it was shown a trial 
judge expreseed an original opinion as to a bit of evidence. 

Such a lapse on the part of a superior court judge in Georgia is legal 
ground for a new trial. 

- The law is specific on this point. 
lodged in the appellate court. 

The substance of the statute, passed in 1850, is thus set down in the 
Code of Georgia adopted in 1895: 

“It is error for the judge of the superior coyrt, in any case, during its 
progress or in his charge to the jury, to express or intimate his opinion as 
to what has been or has not been proved, or as to the guilt of the accused; 
and a violation of thé provisions of this section shall be held by the supreme 
court to be error, and the decision in such case reversed and a new trial 
granted, with such directions as the supreme court may lawfully give.” 

That is the law which binds the highest court in the state. Regardless 
of whether or not the expression of opinion charged to the judge may be 
reasonably considered as going to the root of the case and denying substan- 
tial justice, any expression which may be twisted into an expression of 
opinion is fatal. A new trial must be granted. . 

The following sentences, construed as -expressions of opinion, have re- 
sulted in reversions in the supreme court of this state: ~ ) 

“If the jury believe the witness, they should find for the defendant.” 
That “IF” cost the county from which the case came up several hundred 
dollars. . 

Another and possibly a stronger expression of opinion, such as “There 
seems to be no conflict of evidence,” resulted in a reversal; as did the state- 
ment of a superior court judge that “the witness was apparently inter- 
ested.” 

A bit of facetiousness on part of a judge, who said “The deceased had 
a right to be mad; he thought anybody shot had a right to be mad,” called 
for a reversal and a new trial. 

And yet the justices of the supreme court of Georgia are not to blame 
for these reversals, with their consequent delay and extra costs. The fault 
is with the law-makers. 

No sensible man looking solely to the accomplishment of justice will 
question that wider latitude in such cases should be left to the supreme 
court, The words of the trial judge, as well as all the other facts in the 
case, might surely be left to their discretion. — -

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NO WORD FROM HOSPITAL COMMITTEE. 


At a-recent meeting of the city council, a committee was appointed to 
confer with the Fulton county authorities with a view to securing a site 
for a tuberculosis hospital. 

The need ior a hospital for the treatment of tubercular patients was 
unhesitatingly admitted. Every city official to whom the subject was 
broached promptly acknowledged his interest in the movement and readily 
agreed such a hospital should be provided. 

Though the expressions of approval of the movement swelled into a 
chorus very pleasant to the ears of its advocates, there was much live 
discussion as to the most suitable location for the contemplated hospital. 

Then the wnole matter was referred to a subcommittee to investigate 
and report. 

Not a word from that committee has since been heard. Its investiga- 
tions are being carried on amidst such profound secrecy as to be suspicious. 
The haunting fear obtrudes itself into the mind of the fighters in the anti- 
tuberculosis crusade that the committee has done nothing. 

The establishment of the tuberculosis hospital is an emergently needed 
and widely demanded civic improvement. The site to be selected for its 
location must be satisfactory to the property owners immediately affected. 
There is no need for secrecy. The fullest light and widest information 
is wanted. 

If the joint committee of city and county have discovered one or sev- 
eral locations that seem suitable to them, let it be known and have the 
people express their opinion. , . 


Lakewood, or on some other property owned by city or county, or on some 
property now owned by private citizens, let the- suggestion be made in an 
official report. 

This is a matter which the city council must face. The overwheiming 
majority of its members recognize the need of action by the city to curb 
the ravages of the dread white plague; hundreds of victims would be saved 
to health and to productive occupations yearly through such an institution, 
and Atlanta has too long delayed providing a sanitartum for thé treatment 
of this, the most widespread and destructive disease of modern civiliza- 


tion. <

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SOUTH BUILDING MORE MILLS. 


During the first nine months of the current year $21,000,000 worth of 
cotton mill equipment has been added to the manufacturing facilities of the 
south, and these projects continue to multiply, evidencing the fact that there 
are good profits to be made at the prices which the raw material has com- 
manded. 

This means the addition to southern textile equipment, according to The 
Manufacturers’ Record, of 834,428 spindles and 16,488 looms, within a perioa 
of nine months, which is indicative of the tremendous strides the cotton 
manufacturing industry is making immediately within the cotton belt. 

“The addition of spindles and looms to established mills continues to 
be the predominating feature of the growth of southern manufacturing fa- 
wijities,” The Record continues, “for, of the total contemplated investment in 
the third quarter of the year, about $2,600,000 represents 103,336 spindles 
and 1,878 looms to be added to existing mills, and about $1,825,000 represents 
73,000 spindles and 1,800 looms in new mills.” i

sirable and profitable to increase their output—a feature which, as stated, 
has for some time been characteristic of the growth of the industry in the 
south. 

Besides indicating that there are quite satisfactory profits in the milling 
industry, there is the further evidence that the manufacture of the staple 
is coming rapidly to the cotton field. 

Southern mills have an advantage which the foreign mills can never 
overcome—the saving of the ocean freights; and, indeed, an advantage over 
the New England mills in their proximity to the cotton fields. Many of them 
are in position today to secure much of their raw material right from the 
farmer’s wsgon, and will get much more of it in the same way as soon as 
the states of the south have perfected their systems of good roads now 
urged and agitated with such excellent effect. : 

Ultimately the southern mills will be in position to take the buik of the 
cotton crop of this section at a profitable price to the farmer, and will heve 
within their grasp the control of the goods market of the world.

The Alonzo Richardson Report.

Without criticising any man or set

When 
Governor Brown directed attention to 
the condition of our state's finances, 
and when Hon. J. Randolph Anderson, 
who had made some investigations on 
his own account as a member of the 
house, said that the deficit on Janu- 
ary 1, 1910, would approximate $1,000,- 
000. certain friends of the late state 
administration construed their state- 
ments as a reflection on the late gov- 
ernor, and Hon. Murphy Candler, ap- 
pointed railroad commissioner by ex- 


Governor Smith, and Mr. Calvin Hitch, 
the ex-governor’s secretary, appeared 
in print with an array of figureg to 
Prove that there would be no deficit 
on January 1. Mr. Candler deciared 
that there would be a balance “to the 
good” of approximately $340,000. 

His figures are not before us, but our 
recollection ig that Mr. Hitch figured 
out to about the same conclusion. 

The result of the exhausttve exami- 
nation made by Alonzo Richardson & 
Co., expert public accountants, whose 
report was printed in Sunday's Tele- 
graph, shows that Governor Brown, 
from such information as he had been 
able to secure, had pretty accurately 
sized up the situation, and that Hon. J. 
Randolph Anderson's investigations led 
him to practically the identical conclu- 
sions reached later by the accountants. 

Nobody believes, or has charged, so 
far as we know, that there has been 
any corruption, but the state, operating 
under a slipshod system of keeping 
her accounts, has lived beyond her 
means. Her expenditures have been 
greater than her revenues. The late 
treasurer, Hon. Robert E. Park, repeat- 
edly called attention to the slipshod 
system, and urged remedies. He fore- 
told just what has happened, or is 
about to happen, and for his pains, 
prudence and foresight was made to 
feel the weight of official disapproval. 
His full vindication has come. 

As we understand it, the governor 
can borrow to the extent of $200,000, 
and no more. By resorting to what 
is known as “kiting,” substituting a 
fund set apart for one purpose and 
using it for another, by letting the 
teachers wait for their salaries, and 


will, of course, pull through until the 
legislature meets. 

The near beer fund, set apart for the 
inauguration of the new convict sys- 
tem, provided for in the act of 1908, 
has already, by a resolution of the 
legislature, been diverted to the gen- 
eral fund, and was: used in part to pay 
for the last session of the general as- 
sembly. The appropriation of $69,000 
for the purpose of purchasing cer- 
tain terminals in Chattanooga for the 
state road had to remain in the treas- 
ury for the simple reason that it could 
not be spared: it was not really there 
to be drawn out. 

The situation is an annoying one, 
and can be, and will be, worked out: 
but it will take prudence, good sense 
and good management to do it, if not 
an extra session of the legislature to 
provide ways and means. 

The turn in the affairs of this state, 
which has brought more prudent man- 
agement, came none too soon. After 
all, that very greatly abused term 
known as “statesmanship,” and often 
magnified into meaningless ideality. is 
nothing more or less than good hard 
horse business sense—common sense. 
Statesmanship is good management,

A Practical Question. 
(From The Savannah Press.) 

There seems te be no doubt about 
the ‘fact that there is a deficit In the 
state treasury of Georgia. It is not a 
thing of yesterday. It has been going 
on for twenty years. Ever since the 
war, in fact, the governors of Georgia 
have had to borrow from time to time 
to cover casual deficiencies of reve- 
nue. They should have been warned 
by this fact to call a halt in the appro- 
‘priations, but the government has gone 
on increasing the appropriations to the 
public schools, niling up pensions until 
we find ourselves confronted with a de- 
ficiency of something like three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars. This is not 
a- political question, but a practical 
one. Now it is an honor to the 
state to educate her children and re- 
ward her old soldiers. It is a sign of 
high civilization. But it costs money; 
it devolves upon the people if this out- 
lay is to be continued either to issue 
bonds and clear up the debt or to re- 
peal the sinking fund obligation by 
which state bonds to the amount of one 
hundred thousand dollars are retired 
every year. That would be unfortunate 
because this agreement was a contract 
with the bondholders and its abroga- 
tion might injure the credit of the 
state. The issue of bonds will prob- 
ably be the recourse adopted. If {ft be 
submitted to the people as a consti- 
tutional amendment they would prob- 
ably adopt it. since the people have 
authorized these rather unusual expen- 
ditures. Then it is up to the legisla- 
ture to keep down expenses as much 
as possible, even expenses for schools 
and pensions, since these are most 
easily defended and readily passed.

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“SCHOOL-TEACHER OF CARTOON 
MUCH TOO PROSPEROUS”

The following letter from Mrs. Wal- 
ter B. Hill. widow of the late chan- 
cellor of the University of Georgia, is 
one of the best lighter vein arguments 
vet offered for reform in the state's un- 
speakable system of payine its school 
teachers. 

The letter refers to a cartoon on the 
first page of The Constitution of Oc- 
tober 14. 

Cartoonist Gregg represented a very 
stylishly-dressed and handsome young 
woman. labeled “school teacher,” stand- 
ing in front of the state’s treasury 
door.

To Charge That He Fav- 
ored RaceTrack Gamblers 


Mame a 


In Speech Tammany Candidate 
Makes No Answer, Saying 
That His Record Must Reply 
to His Detractors --- Hearst 
Holds a Meeting. 


New York, October 14.—Two of the 
trio of candidates for Mayor of Greater 
New York kept up the agitation of a 
daily quickening campaign of speeches 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn tonight. 

William J. Gaynor, the democratic 
nominee, crossed over from his home 
section in Brooklyn and made his first 
appearance since the campaign started 
in Manhattan proper; Otto Bannard, 
the republican nominee, reversed this 
and made a series of speeches in 
Brooklyn. 

William R. Hearst, nominated by the 
independents for mayor, did not speak, 
although a mass meeting in his support 
was held at Cooper Union. Gaynor 
spoke at Carnegie Hall. 

Charges Dodged by Gaynor. 

The greatest interest was centered in 
Gaynor’s appearance in the expectation 
that he would answer in detail, the 
charges that have been made against 
him, the most serious of which is the 
insinuation that he favored the race 
track element and attempted to frus- 
trate the enforcement of legislation 
designed to check betting. In this 
respect his hearers were disappointed, 
for he did not reply to the charges 
at length, but declared, as he has done 
before, that his record must ve the 
answer to his detractors. 

At the Hearst meeting, Willlam M 
Ivins, a republican, yet a supporter of 
Hearst, was one of the principal speak- 
ers. He confined himself to reviewing 
Gaynor’s record in general rather than 
citing any specific instances where the 
judge erred. 

Gaynor Looks to Presidency. 

Willlam A. DeFord, who was a can- 
didate for attorney general of the 
state on the Independence League 
ticket in 1906, preceded Ivins. His 
address was principally a eulogy of 
Hearst and a denunction of Tammany 
Hall, but he told of a conversation with 
Rudolph Block, a former Hearst em- 
ployee, and an adherent of Gayonr in 
which Block is alleged to have said 
that “Judge Gaynor expects to be 
elected governor and then president of 
the United States, and he wants to take 
the nomination for mayor from Tam- 
many Hall, in order to work out this 
ambition.”

COOK SAYS THERE’S MONEY 
BEHIND BARRILL’S AFFIDAVIT 


Philadelphia, Pa., October 14.— 
Dr. Cook, asked to reply to the - 
Barrill affidavit, said he would. 
not. discuss it until Barill comes 
east again. He said by an over- 
sight Barrill was not paid in full, 
for his services on the Mount 
McKinley climb, but that he does 
not think that oversight would 
make Barrill vindictive. 

Cook said he has sufficient 
evidence to prove that he had 
been to the summit of Mount Mc- 
Kinley. 

Dr. Cook sald:. 

“I have always had the most 
complete confidence in Barrill, 
and cannot comprehend why he 
should have sworn to such a 
story. The fact that General 
Hubbard is proprietor of The 
Globe, throws a light on the af- 
fair which was not previously 
apparent. It appears to me that 
there was money behind Bar- 
rill's statement.” 

“Will you say that the accusa- 
tions contained in the Barrill 
affidavit are positively untrue?” 
was the question put to Dr. Cook 
by a large body of newspaper 
men late tonight. The reply 
was: 

“Decidedly,

yes.”’ 
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New York, October 14.—The Globe 
this afternoon prints a copy .of the 
affidavit: made by Edwin N. Barrill, 
who accompanied Dr, Frederick A. 
Cook at the time he announced _his 
reaching the summit of Mount McKin- 
ley. The affidavit was made before a 
notary public at Tacoma, Wash., on 
October 4 and has just been received 
in New York. 


Barrill’s affidavit states in effect 
that he was the only person present 
with Dr. Cook on the date when he 
claims to have reached the summit of 
Mount McKinley; that they did not in 
fact reach the summit, and the near- 
est point to the summit reached was 
at least 14 miles distant from the sum- 
mit of that mountain, the elevation at 
no time exceeding 10,000 feet. 

Barrill’s affidavit also brings into 
question a number of the photographs 
which Dr, Cook has given as represent- 
ing the summit and other high alti- 
tudes of Mount McKinley. 


What the Affidavit Says. 


Barrill’s affidavit says at the outset 
that he was born in Buffalo in 1864, 
and now resides at Darby. Mont. He 
says he was the only party present 
with Dr. Cook when he claims to have 
reached the summit of Mount McKin- 
ley and that he is the party referred 
to as Barrille or Edward Barrille in 
Dr. Cook's book a ee ee “To the Top 
of the Continent,” bearin upon the 
expedition to Mount McKinley. He 
details his first meeting with Dr. 
Cook at Missoula, where the latter 
was accompanied by Professor Par- 
ker, of Columbia University; R. W. 
Porter and others. 

The organization of the Mount Mc- 
Kinley expedition is explained, the 
members consisting of@Fred Printz, a 
guide; Belmere Brown, an artist and 
naturalist of Tacoma; Walter Miller, a 
photographer, of Seattle; Samuel 
Beecher, who acted as cook for the 
arty, and Barrill. The party satled 
rom Seattle May 17, 1906. Barrtll re- 
counts that at the start of the trip he 
prepared to keep an exact diary and 
sets forth that this diary, marked ex- 
hibit A, attached to the affidavit, ‘‘is 
a pocket diary kept by me during all 
the time that Dr. Cook and I were to- 
gether near Mount McKinley, and the 
same is a truthful record, with the 
exception of the entries and changes 
made by me therein under the orders 
of Dr, Cook." 

The diary referred to by Barrill as 
attached to the affidavit is now in 
possession of The New York Globe. 


Says Cook Faked Records. 
Barrill, tn his affidavit, tells in de- 
tall) of his services with Dr. Cook, and 
charges that~ the latter doctored rec- 
ords and faked pictures to prove that 
he had climbed Mt. McKinley. 
Barrill says: 


“The doctor, with his camera, 
took the picture shown opposite page 
227, which picture is there designated 
as “The Summit of Mount McKiney,’ tin 
his work, “To the Top or the Con- 
tinent.” The truth being that the 
summit of Mougt McKiney was over 
20 miles distant inan arrline from the 
point where my picture was so taken, 
- gccording to the scale on Dr. Cook's map 
shown between pages 152 and 153 In 
the book referred to above. I then 
came down with the flag to where Dr. 
Gook was standing with his camera, 
and I made the remark that the eight 
peaks on the other side of this point 
where I had been photographed would 
probably show in this picture, and he 
said that he had taken the picture at 
euch an angle that those peaks would

Cook Stood by His Side. 


“When we were in the saddle near 
the point where I was photographed I 
made a drawing 
‘Glacier Point.’ At the game time and

“When I came down from the point

“Lf was with Dr. Cook continuously 
every day during the time which he

at no time did we reach an elevation 
in excess of 10,000 feet and the doctor 
told me when we were at the place 
where my picture was taken that we 
were not over 2+,°90 fex high, I neg- 
lected to state that on the 16th of 
September and on the evening of Sep- 
tember 9 Dr. Cook asked me if I was 
willing to stay with him.

Cole was charged with having 
illegally sold liquor to A. W. Axley. 
Axley was the state’s only witness. 
During the cross-examination the fol- 
lowing dialogue occurred: 

Q. “Are you the same A. W. Axley 
who was indicted at the May term of 
the Fannin superior court for the of- 
fense of larceny from the house?” 

A. “The same man.” 

Q. “And the same A. W. Axley who 
got the case on said indictment noll 
prossed in open court on May 28, 
1909?” 

Judge Morris Interferes. 

Judge Morris, on his own motion, in- 
terfered at this point and prevented 
the witness from answering the last 
question. In reply to the offer to pre- 
sent the order nol prossing the case 
he said:

“Forgetting for a moment the limi- 
tations that surround a judge’s office 
and spurred by what we may cal) the 
yJinfluence of the square deal (if we 
may employ the expression), he inter- 
vened in the interest of truth. But a 
judge cannot testify in a case before 
him. He cannot interpolate facts d- 
hors the record even tn behalf of so 
great a thing as truth.” 

“The trial judge should not, in the 
hearing of the jury, make any remark 
‘tending to compliment or disparage 
the Witness. It is reversible error for 
him to state facts of his own knowl- 
edge, or as his own knowledge, tend- 
ing to exculpate the witness from an 
offense charged against him, or tend- 
ing to show that there were mitigating 
circumstances connected with the of- 
fense. 

‘The error referred to in the forego- 
ing headnote falls within the purview 
of section 1032 of the penal code (Civil 
Code, section 4334), under which the 
court has no discretion as to the grant 
of a new trial; the language is manda- 
tory:
